S.R O. 65.— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause fl) of article 299 
of the Constitution, the President hereby directs that the following instruments 
may be executed on his behalf by the Chief of Material, Naval Headquarters, 
namely: — 

‘‘Contracts and other instruments^ for the purchase of Naval Stores approv- 
ed by the Technical Committee or the Central Committee constituted 
by the Ministry of Defence (Department of Defence Supplies).”
